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IX CONNECTION with the in- 
auguration of the Temperance 
Council of the Christian Church- 
es of Wales a public meeting was 
recently held in Cardiff, the Arch- 
bishop of Wales presiding:, support- 
ed by the Bishop of Llandaff, and 
many prominent religious workers. 
Mrs. Booth, who was warmly re- 
ceived when she rose to address 
the gathering, had no difficulty in 
making it evident that Army experi- 
ence goes to prove the all-round 
benefit which accrues from total 
abstinence from the use of alcoholic 
beverages. In the course of her re- 
marks Mrs. Booth said: 

"1 believe that, in the matter of 
this campaign against drink, a closer 
union between all who love God and 
love their country is of the greatest 
importance to the welfare of the 
nation. The question is undoubted- 
ly one to which the Churches of 
our land ought to give the most 
earnest consideration. The essential 
aspect is not political; it must be 
viewed from the standpoint of 
Christianity." 

Mrs. Booth was able to take up a 
particularly strong position on the 
subject before her because, as a con- 
sequence of The Army Founder's 
original decision to secure from all 
Ins co-workers a definite pledge with 
regard to strong drink, The Army 
has become the greatest inter- 
national Anti-Drink Association in 
the world.

We 
see how the moral standards and 
moral acts of those who make use 
of this deadly agent sink in propor- 
tion as the drink predominates. 
Drink breeds the desire for drink."
